In the preamble, replace "The Government of Germany" 
with "The Government of the Kingdom. of Italy," and in all articles in 
which the name "Germany" appears, roplace with the name "Italy", In Article 
V added after September 27, 1940, "the 18th yoar of the Fascist calendar.") 

Imnediatoly after tho signature of the Agreement between Japan and 
Germany at the Goneral Headquarters of the German Fuchrer, three arrange~ 
ments including conerete details pertaining to trade, technical co-opera- 
tion and payment were concluded at Tokyo between the Foreign Ministor, Mr. 
Masayuki Tani, and the German jmbassador, Licutenant-General Eugen Ott, 
and the Chief of the German Economic Mission, Mr. Helmuth Yohlthat. 

As rogards the details concerning the enforcanent of the abovee 
mentioned Japanese-Italian Agreement they are presently being discussed 
between the tvo countries.
